TWELFTH DISTRICT FACTIONS 
REFUSE TO UNITE. 


EACH WANTS THE SOFT END. 


Drs. McCullagh and Preetorius Can’t 
Get Filley and Kerens to Unite 
on Rolla Wells. 


The Republican Harmony Committee in 
the Twelfth Congressional District is hav- 
ing an up hill time trying to patch up a 
truce between the rival committees dom- 
inated by Filley and Kerens. Though. Dr. 
Joseph B. McCullagh and Dr. Emil Pree- 
torius, with their associates, have been hard 
at work for nearly a month they have not 
yet succeeded in even securing a promise 
of harmonious action. 

Uncle Filley does not want harmony un- 
less he can name the candidate. 

Monday night the harmonizers assembled 
at the Mercantile Club, but there were few 
Filleyites in the crowd. They were with a 
few exceptions silk-hosed gentlemen who 
have been forninst your Uncle for years. 

The sub-committee of the general har- 
mony organization, composed of Emil Pree- 
torius, Col. Wells H. Blodgett and August 
Gehner, submitted two propositions for con- 
sideration. They were: 

“First—That neither the Foerstel Commit- 
tee nor the committee appointed by the 
Congressional Committee of May 16, 1896, 
shall continue to act, or assume to act, as 
the Congressional Committee of the Twelfth 
District; that both of said bodies shall dis- 
band, and that a candidate of Republican 
faith: shall be nominated by electors, as 
provided by law, and as such be placed up- 


on the official ticket as the candidate for 
Congress from the Twelfth District, to be 
yoted for at the November election. 

‘“Second—That your committee proceed 
to withdraw the Congressional candidate 
nominated by the convention of May 16; 
that no other Republican candidate be nom- 
inated for Congress from the Twelfth Dis- 
trict in this campaign, but in place of such 
nomination, that the Republican party shall 
Support and vote for the election of a sound 
money Democrat to Congress.“ 

The Kerens-Comfort Committee, through 
W. V. Wolcott, declined both propositions. 
Wolcott was indignant over the proposition 
to have Maj. Pearce withdraw and the sup- 
port of the rty given to Rolla Wells, the 
Wall street Democratic candidate. 

There was a long discussion, which con- 
tinued until 11 o'clock. Before adjournment 
was taken the following resolution was 
adopted: 

That this meeting invite the members of 
both committees to be present at a subse- 

uent meeting of this body and submit to 
them the question of joining in a call for 
new primaries, to be held in the district, if 
Maj. Pearce should create a vacancy by 
resignation.”’ 

The opinion is general among the workers 
that the Knockers’ Club will not secure the 
indorsement of the Republicans for Mr.

It is now established beyond the possi- 
“bility of doubt that the Cleveland Ad- 
ministration, under compulsion from the 
President himself, is giving its full sup- 
port to McKinley. 

To many Democrats who have believed 
in Mr. Cleveland in spite of his alliance 
with Wall Street, his submission to bond 
syndicates and his repudiation of the

Hoke Smith was forced out and 
the support of Francis for McKinley-was 
bought with the place—a position he 
will hold for so short a time that as a 
price for his political future it appears 
much cheaper than Iscariot’s forty pieces 
of silver.

The Standard On Co., with William C.

It 
is for McKinley and the full power of 
the.Administration will be used to secure 
his election..

THE MAINE ELECTION. 

The readers of the Post-Dispatch, at 
least, have no reason to be surprised at 
the result of the Maine election. The 
scheme arranged by the Republican lead- 
ers for spectacular effect was exposed in 
Sunday's Post-Dispatch, and a plurality 
of 40,000 was then declared to be probable. 

The result in Maine signifies nothing, 
except that New England favors a con- 
tinuance of the policy that has enriched 
the Northeast at the expense of the rest 
of the country. Its effect should be to 
stimulate Democratic effort and intensify 
Democratic determination to win in the 
West and South. 

The bigger majorities the Northeastern

Maine is the fifth of the six States that 
vote prior to the general elections in Nov- 
ember. The outcome of these elections is 
that the Republicans have doubled their 
majority in Vermont and Maine, which 
have 10 votes in the Electoral College, 
while the Democrats have more than 
doubled their majorities in Alabama, 
Tennessee and Arkansas, which have $1 
votes in the Electoral College. It may be 
fairly inferred from these preliminary 
contests that MeKinley will have the 
electoral votes of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Rhode Island and Con- 
necicut. He is also sure of Pennsylvania 
and will very likely get Wisconsin. There 
are no other electoral votes he is sure of.

THE POWERS AND THE SULTAN. 

European dispatches indicate that a 
crisis has been reached in Turkish affairs. 

The appointment of a Joint Commission 
of Europeans and Turks to investigate 
the origin and extent of the massacre of 
the Armenians is not, in itself, significant. 
The work of the commissiom will amount 
to nothing. It is without means of com-

The American Street Railway Associa- 
tion meets in annual convention in this 
city this month. The meeting begins on 
the 20th inst. and continues four days.

Their titles relate entirely to mechanical 
problems, with the exception of one pur- 
porting to tell how the revénues of street 
railways can be increased.

WORK THE CHARTER REVISION 
COMMIssION WILL HAVE 


WILL NOT BE IMPORTANT. 


Present Charter Is a Good One, but 
There Are Many Points Where 
There Can Be Improvement. 


The first step towards revising the city 
charter has been taken, and it looks now 
as if some good results would be achieved 
by next spring. 

At the meeting of the Commission held 
Monday at noon there were present Mayor 
Walbridge, President McMath of the Board 
of Public Improvements, City Counselor 
Marshall, Comptroller Sturgeon and Speak- 
er Dieckman of the House of Delegates. 
They were all interested in the work, and 
felt that a time had arrived when St. Louis 
should take another one of its forward 
strides and keep itself well up in the front 


rank of modern municipalities. 

It was stated by Mayor Walbridge that 
the charter of St. Louis was considered a 
very good one in the main, and that he had 
in the 8 month received several requests 
for from tlemen who were on the 
co ssion to draw up a charter for the 
Greater New York. ese correspondents 
were taking their vacations w e 
wrote and said that they wanted to study 
the St. Louis charter so that they might 
apply some of the ideas so obtained to the 
construction of the one which was to govern 
New York. 

President McMath was of the opinion 
that there would have to be slight amend- 
ments in a great.many sections of the local 
charter, but no very great ones. What was 
needed mainly was a readjustment to sult 
the altered conditions due to the progress 
of modern civilization. 

The charter of St. Louls has not been 
amended materially since it was adopted in 
1876. The election law section is very 
new and is just being adopted and put into 
operation. The section relative to the 
sinking fund was passed some few years 
ago and is an addition to the old original 
code, 

The charter can be amended only every 
two years. The amendments must be sub- 
mitted to a general vote of the citizens of 
the city, and to be adopted must receive 
three-fifths of the whole vote. 


An official canvass was made of the City 
Hall by a Post-Dispatch reporter to learn 
in a general way what views the officials 
had on the subject. ‘On one thing they 
were of one accord and that was office 
hours. At present the charter says that 
all offices shall be kept open from 8 o’clock 
a. m. to 6 o’clock p. m. from April 1 to Oct. 
1 and from 9 o’clock a. m. to 5 o’clock p. 
m. from Oct. 1 to April 1. 

This they all want changed as it is a dead- 
letter as far as practice goes, but a con- 
stant menace to the peace and comfort of 
the officials and employes. It interferes 
with their 8 o'clock breakfasts and musses 
them up generally. The heads of depart- 
ments say that df the hours are made from 
9 to (all the year round with a half holiday 
on Saturday. they will see that the hours are 
strictly enforced. 

This is one of the minor provisions of the 
charter, but it is one in which all the depart- 
ments from top to bottom have a direct in- 
terest. 

Article 1 of the charter will not be both- 
ered to amount,to anything. It simply de- 
clares .the corporate existence of the city 
one defines its boundaries and ward bound- 

es. 

Article 2 fs confined strictly to elections, 
and as that hag just been amended by the 
State Legislature it will not be disturbed. 

Article 3 4s dines the powers and duties of 
the Legislative Department, and may be 
changed in some minor details, but in the 
main seems to suit the officials very well. 

Article 4 will come in for a general attack.

the Charity Board must go. it has, as far 
as can be geen, done nothing much but make 
trouble and disturb the even tenor of mu- 
nicipal misrule.

It now begins 
in April, and an effort * de made to ar- 
range it to coincide with the calendar year, 
80 as to avoid much of the confusion that 
now exists in a number of the departments. 


More power will be asked for the Board 
of Health, which is now more or less tied 
down by the limits set upon it by the char- 
ter, while the fleld of its labors has been 
extended beyond those of any other one 
department in the government. 

r example the Board of Health can 
condemn nuisances until it is black in the 
face, but it has no power or authority to 
abate them, or in fact to initlate any work 
which will cost money. has made con-

Section 41 of article 4,which defines the 
duties of the President of the Board of 
Public Improvements, is considered lack- 
ing in its scope, and is thought by most 
of the Board members to need changing 
so as to provide for a vice-president, upon 
whom will devolve most of the routine 
work of the department. At present the 
President of the Board must sign all tax 
bills, all regan vouchers and other 
documents from all of the Board depart- 
ments. The work of signing his name to 
papers takes up about half of his time, 

resident Henry Fiad declined re-election 
as President of the.Board merely for that 
reason. He felt that with so much work of 
a purely mechanical nature, he could not 
roperly attend to his duties as President. 
s work of the office has grown each year 
until now it is very great, and many hold 
that more than one Man ought to te re- 
quired to handle it. 

The public printing will also come in for 
some attention, At present the charter 
provides that the paper ding lowest 
shall get the work, 7500 ‘dail it Aas a cir- 
culation of at least 3,000 daily.
